DICK BALDWIN 


The board of directors of the BCC 
Alumni Association has approved over 
$7,000 in funding to honor Richard E. 
Baldwin, retired BCC basketball coach 
and director of athletics. The funds will 
go toward a recessed display case, 
plaque, wall covering and lettering for 
the Richard E. Baldwin Gymnasium. 

Baldwin spent 39 years as BCC’s direc- 
tor of athletics as the sports program 
grew from 2 sports (men’s basketball 
and baseball) to 16 activities for both 
men and women. 

With 40 years as the head basketball 
coach and 879 career wins, Baldwin is 
the winningest college basketball coach 
(including both two and four-year col- 
leges) inthe country, Baldwin amazedly 
never missed a game in 40 years (1169 
games). 

On June 6, 1988 Baldwin was ensh- 
rined in the NACDA (National Associa- 
tion of Collegiate Director of Athletics) 
Athletic Directors Hall of Fame at Marco 
Island, Florida. 

The dedication of the Baldwin Gym- 
nasium is scheduled for the spring, 
according to alumni association 
Officials.

Now, the most often asked question 
deals with exactly how things will 
change. Essentially, “Plan C” allows Col- 
lege administrators to make many more 
daily management decisions on cam- 
pus. We will no longer need to attend a 
variety of legislative committee meet- 
ings each month to process routine work. 

Each year, the College will prepare 
an itemized budget for consideration by 
the County Executive and the full legis- 
lature. Once that budget has been 
reviewed (and altered if need be), the 
College will proceed to administer its 
expenditures. 

Our own trustees will govern our 
adherence to municipal laws concern- 
ing a quote and bid system for pur- 
chases and services. We will be able to 
set professional salary minimums and 
more quickly respond to program 
needs. (Labor contracts for our teachers, 
middle managers, and support staff will 
still be negotiated by the County. ) 
Also we will be able to manage 
personnel records and gol 
purchasing/payroll Pw 
records on > 
campus.

THE PAYOFF OF FACULTY DEVELOPMENT 


Two years ago Nancy Button was 
awarded $600 in faculty development 
funds from the BCC Foundation. This 
investment came back to BCC in the 
form of a well-rounded course in Imag- 
ing Modalities. 

Button, Department Chairperson of 
the Radiologic Technologies Program, 
used her award to attend a week-long 
conference focusing on magnetic 
resonance imaging (MRI) in Orlando, 
Florida. The conference was sponsored 
by the Department of Radiology at the 
University of South Florida College of 
Medicine in Tampa. 

MRI is similar to a CAT Scan in that it 
has a computer-based imaging modal- 
ity that displays the body in thin slices. 
Unlike CAT Scan, which requires ioniz- 
ing radiatton, MRI is based on an 
apparently safe interaction between 
radio waves and hydrogen nuclei in the 
body in the presence of a strong mag- 
netic field. Simply put, we can use this 
modality to image the human body 
without any effects of radiation. 

This provides a diagnostic tool of spe- 
cific body parts that were difficult to 
image with radiography. “Any diagno- 
sis that you would need radiation for, 
such as an injury or tumor, MRI does it 
better without the hazard of radiation,” 
Button said. 

The Imaging Modalities course at BCC 
could not provide all of the required 
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information before Button attended the 
conference in Florida. Now the Imaging 
Modalities course includes nuclear 
medicine, ultrasound, computerized 
tomography and magnetic resonance 
imaging. 

“Students have enjoyed the portion on 
MRI's and have been able to observe it 
in local magnetic resonance imaging 
units,” said Button. “There are two loca- 
tions in the Binghamton area offering 
MkI’s and both employ BCC graduates 
of the radiologic technology program,” 
she added. 

Last year one hundred faculty and 
staff were assisted by faculty develop- 
ment funds from the BCC Foundation. 
Nancy Button is a prime example of 
how important these funds are in streng- 
thening the college.

After 35 years of service, Robert L. 
Reid, Dean of Technologies, Engineer- 
ing and Computing at Broome Com- 
munity College is retiring. In response 
BCC will host a salute to Dean Reid and 
the Technology Programs on Thursday, 
January 31, 1991 at the Sheraton Hotel 
Ballroom in Binghamton. 

“When I first started at BCC, I thought it 
would probably be a very short 
employment period because I had 
never considered becoming an instruc- 
tor,” said Dean Reid. 

“IT accepted the position because it 
was an opportunity to continue my col- 
lege education, and because it would 
be quite a challenge for me. Well, here 
itis 35 years later and Broome Commun- 
ity College has been my life. I am look- 
ing forward to retirement with mixed 
emotions. I will miss all the wonderful 
friendships I have established through 
the years and will always have fond 
memories of my days at BCC,” he added. 

Dean Reid actually began his associ- 
ation with BCC as a student. Graduating 
with the class of 1950 Bob earned his 
associate degree in electrical technol- 
ogy from what was then known as the 
New York State Institute of Applied Arts 
and Sciences. This served as a spring- 
board into a career that spanned engi- 
neering technology and higher 
education. 

Following graduation Bob was 
employed by General Electric. After five 
years atG.E. Bob returned to the college 
where he taught in the Electrical Engi- 
neering Technology curriculum for 30 
years. Bob served as chairman of the 
department for 13 years and in 1986 
was appointed Dean of the Technolo- 
gies, Engineering and Computing 
Division. 

In addition to his teaching assign- 
ments at BCC Bob has taught in India 


and in Pakistan, conducting summer 
science institutes under the auspices of 
the National Science Foundation and 
Agency for International Development. 

During his tenure at BCC Bob con- 
tinued his own educational pursuits 
earning a B.S. in Electrical Engineering 
in 1962 from the Rochester Institute of 
Technology, and an MS. in Computer 
systems in 1972 from SUNY Bingham- 
ton’s School of Advanced Technology. 

Besides serving on a host of councils, 
committees and boards on a local, 
regional, and national level Bob is also 
co-author of two Electrical Circuits Lab 
Manuals. 

Dean Reid has been the recipient of 
the BCC Alumni Richard E, Baldwin Dis- 
tinguished Service Award and the Insti- 
tute of Electrical Electronics Engineers 
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(IEEE) Region I Award for Service to 
Students and Meritorious Achievement 
Award. He was recently made a “senior 
member” of the IEEE. Since 1968 Bob 
has also played an important role in the 
national accreditation of Engineering 
Technology Programs. 

In addition to his professional dedica- 
tion to engineering education Bob has 
developed a reputation on campus as a 
person interested in the well being of 
students, his colleagues and co-workers. 

sandy Slater has served as the secre- 
tary to Dean Reid since 1986. “Bob has 
been a loyal employee to BCC for more 
than half of his life,” said Ms. Slater. 
“Everyone who knows him knows that 
he’s a sincere, devoted man; and that he 
truly believes in and loves BCC. Not only 
is he my boss, but he’s my friend. I'll miss 
him when he retires,” she added. 

Bob has been witness to many 
changes at Broome Community Col- 
lege, from its inception as a technical 
institute in the old Armory Building on 
Washington Street in Binghamton, to its 
present manifestation as a comprehen- 
sive community college located on the 
Front Street campus. 

“During its long history Broome Com- 
munity College has been guided by a 
few constant sources of leadership. Bob 
Reid is one of these sources,” said BCC 
President Donald A. Dellow. 

“It is only fitting that on the occasion of 
Bob's retirement the College celebrate 
its current status as one of the finest 
community colleges in the State system. 
After all it is the technology programs 
that served as the cornerstone of the 
campus for so many years and it was 
Bob who served as chief advocate of 
these programs,” he added.

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BCC RECEIVES $100,000 ENDOWMENT 
FROM JOHN ROSS DUFF MEMORIAL FOUNDATION 


The John Ross Duff Memorial Founda- 
tion, wishing to dissolve as a charitable 
corporation while continuing the goals 
established upon its inception, has asked 
the Broome Community College Foun- 
dation to accept transfer of over 
$101,000 and to continue to provide 
scholarships to technology students. 

The Duff Foundation was established 
in February, 1965,asa memorial to John 
Ross Duff, former head of the Industrial 
Arts and Technical Department of North 
High School in Binghamton. He was a 
teacher and author dedicated to edu- 
cation and the welfare of his students. 
One of the foundation’s primary pur- 
poses is to provide grants and financial 
assistance to encourage graduates in 
technical and electrical fields to further 
their education at a recognized college, 
university, or technical institution. 

The assets transferred to the BCC 
Foundation will be deposited in a capi- 
tal account known as the John Ross Duff 


Memorial Endowment Fund Account 
and the income generated will be used 
for these scholarships. 

Scholarships will be awarded each 
year to second year students of the Col- 
lege who are transferring to a four-year 
institution and seeking a degree in 
engineering or technology, 

Recipients will be chosen by a com- 
mittee of department heads of the Col- 
lege using as a criteria, academic 
achievements, character, and potential 
for success. The number of awards and 
the amount of each will be determined 
by the committee.

DECKER CHALLENGE GRANT MOVES 
THREE STEPS CLOSER TO COMPLETION 


Two grants of $75,000 each made by 
the Mildred Faulkner Truman Founda- 
tion of Owego and A. Lindsay and Olive 
B. O'Connor Foundation of Hobart, and 
another commitment of $15,000 from the 
Ahearn Foundation of Binghamton 
brings the total of funds raised for the 
Decker Challenge Grant to $365,000, 
according to college president Dr. 
Donald A. Dellow. 

A grant of $200,000 from the Stewart 
W. and Willma C. Hoyt Foundation was 
the first grant approved for this purpose 
and was reported on in the summer edi- 
tion of the BCC NEWS. 

“A health science center is badly 
needed at BCC. This generous support 
from the private sector shows just how 
strongly these funding sources feel 


about this need, both for the college and 
the community,” Dr. Dellow said. 

The Decker Challenge Grant was the 
result of a$1 million grant from the Dr. G. 
Clifford and Florence B, Decker Founda- 
tion announced in November, 1989. This 
grant consisted of an outright gift of 
$500,000 and a challenge grant of an 
equal amount, the latter to attract addi- 
tional private funding to assist with the 
construction of a health science center 
CusCe 

The project, preliminary plans for 
which call for the renovation of the 901 
Front Street Building and the construc- 
tion of a large addition to that building 
has an estimated cost of $8 million. The 
larger part of the funding will be 
requested of Broome County and New 


York State, the traditional sources of 
capital project funds. Broome County 
Executive Timothy Grippen, State Sena- 
tor Thomas Libous and State Assembly- 
man James Tallon and Richard Miller 
are on record as supporting the project. 

The new Decker Health Science Cen- 
ter will house the seven curricula of the 
Health Sciences Division, which cur- 
rently are in five different buildings 
across the campus. Numerous benefits, 
both educational and financial, will be 
realized by placing the programs to- 
gether, according to Health Sciences 
Division Dean Joseph Gay. 

The remaining $135,000 needed to 
complete the Decker Challenge Grant 
will be sought from other private sour- 
ces in the area, according to BCC Foun- 
dation administrator and project coor- 
dinator Roger Hartman. The Foundation 
solicits and administers private gifts to 
the College.
